19.—Presiden 
McKinley today boldly ^ave Spain to 
understand that the I'nited States did 
not require not* would she accept the 
assistance of that country in making 
an investigation as to the cause of the 
terrible disaster in Havana harbor1 
General Lee, the United States min­ 
ister at Havana, 
telegraphed 
the 
state department this morning that the 
Spanish otllcials had asked for the priv-1 
ilege to join the United States commis­ 
sion in the inquiry as to the cause of 
the explosion. 


President McKinley discussed the 
matter with Secretary Long of the 
navy and the conclusion was arrived at 
that the United States should conduct 
her own investigations. 


Consul Lee was answered by cable 
that the request of Spain was refused. 


This act has greatly strengthened 
the position of the administration.

Attorney Charles N. Sears this morn* 
ing received a copy of the supreme 
court decision in the case of Tatman vs 
the city of Benton Harbor.

The decision makes the following quo­ 
tation from a decision in a Dubuque, 
la., case.

of the committee there would be no ob­ 
jection to the resolution.

posed an amendment striking out au 
after the word “resoivtd” and inserting 
the following "By the senate and house 
of representatives concurring, that a 
joint committee of live, consisting of 
three members of th<j house of repre­ 
sentatives and two members of th«* sen­ 
ate, bo appointed to investigate the dis­ 
aster to the battleship Maine."

Hale expressed the hope that Mason 
would not press his substitute. 
The 
disaster, he said, was even now being 
thoroughly investigated by the execu­ 
tive department of the government and 
that as soon as tangible results were 
reached the facts would be communi­ 
cated to congress.

to withdraw his substitute, as it would 
tend only to embarrass the executive 
department, “I had hoped," said Hale, 
“that this entire matter might be dis­ 
posed of today without debate. It seems 
to me that in the circumstances and 
In the light of the utmost facilities, It Is 
idle to indulge in debate.”

In the summer season when the town 
is*full of visitors everything goes with 
a rush in St. Joseph. 
In the winter 
time business lets up a bit and the peo­ 
ple have time to think. 


They are thinking now, and besides 
thinking they are kicking. 
They are 
kicking because Col. Bean got the bet­ 
ter of the council and the town a 
couple of years ago and drove a sharp 
bargain by which for forty arc lamps 
they arc paying $W> per year on a live 
years’ contract. 
The contract has yet 
three years to run, and the taxpayers 
are mad. 
Benton Harbor has about 25 
arc lamps and pays $88 per lamp on a 
single years» conuaet, or the city was 
offered lamps at $80 each on a three 
years’ contract. 


It was this feeling of discontent with 
tne Bean electric contract that proba­ 
bly induced the colonel not to push his 
application for a gas franchise. 
It is 
evident that the St. .Joseph people are 
getting from under Mr. Bean's hypnotic 
spell.

ALASKA PILGRIMS. 


George 
of 
T heir 
W oodruff 
W rites 
Trip. 


George Woodruff, of the Benton Har­ 
bor Alaskan party. writes on the train 
between Dakota and Seattle: 


There is practically no snow out here 
in Dakota and tne air is the most in­ 
vigorating 1 ever breathed. 


The country for miles was rolling 
prairie land, the iirst I have ever seen, 
not a hill or a tree anywhere, and only 
a dug-out here and there, to show the 
presence of life. Occasionally we run 
over a rather hilly stretch but soon 
strike into the monotonous prairie land 
again. 


All of the party had splendid lunches 
put up and we have been living high. 


it is not tiresome traveling in a large 
party as I had supposed. Time passes 
away very quickly and pleasantly. 


All of the eastern part of Dakota was 
nearly free from snow, but out here in 
the western part there are great drifts 
along the fences by the track, which 
w e re built to catch the snow and pro­ 
tect the track. 


Friday, Feb. 11.—We were all up 
this morning long before sun-rise and 
saw the distant mountain peaks in the 
gray morning light. 
A little later we 
saw the sun rise over the mountains 
and it was nearly as beautiful as the 
sun set in St. Joe. 
i also noticed a 
decided purple lint on the more dis­ 
tant mountains. 
1 had seen it in paint­ 
ings but it had always seemed unreal 
to me. 


We passed a number of Indian I Reser­ 
vations yesterday, one of which had 
been deserted. 


A peculiar thing has been noticable 
all along our way: it is this: Every now 
and then a black pile of soft coal was 
heaped up close to a shanty, and a 
small opening into the hillside showed 
where it had been obtained: this is 
both in Dakota and Montana 
The 
train makes stops every now and then, 
to take on coal and water, and the men 
go out, put up some old bottle and pop 
away at it with their revolvers, most of 
them are about as poor shots as I im­ 
agine I would be. 


The porter tells us it is not uncom­ 
mon to see wolves and deer from the 
train. 
We have seen several coyotes 
or prairie wolves. 


The country here in Montana while 
showing high hills, has the prettiest 
level places in between them one could 
imagine. They 
look 
like a huge 
natural baseball Held. 
Every now and 
then we see one of these plains dotted 
over with hundreds and thousands of 
cattle and sheep. 
We bet at the dis­ 
tance of the mountains from the track. 
Some said live, others not over three 
miles from the train. The porter said 
from thirty to fifty miles. 


Oh! the beautiful snow capped Rock­ 
ies are in sight: not a sign of snow on 
the plains all around us. 
We have 
been gradually ascending all the time. 
We reach about seven thousand feet at 
the highest point. 


The Black-Foot Indian reservation 
is just off at our right, It consists of 
about a dozen buildings painted red 
and standing on a level plateau about a 
mile or so from our last stopping place, 
Blaek'Foot station. 


We are making regular snake crawls 


now. 
We have two immense engines 
on and are going at a pretty good clip. 
The hill sides, or rather mountain 
sides above the track are covered with 
fences to protect the track from enow. 
There has been scarcely any snow to 
speak of, however. 
We are deckteuly 
in' luck. The white mountains show 
up perfectly in contrast. These < ew 
mountain peaks that four hours ago 
looked only a few miles off still look the 
same distance away. 
All of the ground 
that we have gone oyer so f«r ha;- not 
been rocky as I bad supposed. 
The 
train is following a natural c ursi be­ 
tween the mountains. 
No cut? yet. 
We have-just passed over a trustle.that 
made us dizzy to look down from. 


The bases of the mountains are all 
covered with timber which at a dis­ 
tance looks like black soil. 
We are 
looking for grizzlies and deer now. All 
the trees are scraggly and about the 
same size. W e went through a tunnel 
a few minutes ago 
We are getting 
into the Rocky mountains at last, we 
are going through a forest of dead trees 
about the size of 
telegraph 
poles, 
killed by fires I should say, not a live 
tree in sight. 
Every time I look out 
the scenery seems to change. I never 
dreamed of such beauty in such var­ 
iety» The tops of some mountains are 
completely hidden by the clouds. 


We are now on a switeh-Daek, way 
upon the side of a mountain above the 
clouds, snow from fifteen to twenty-five 
or thirty feet deep, train running in a 
regular snow tunnel, houses of railway 
employes completely buried. 
Dizzy 
heights belowr us. marked by tiny, 
parallel lines—our track. 
Mountain 
peaks on every side hidden in snow 
clouds. 
Little settlements at the base 
that might be built for gnomes. 
Oh! 
it is grand! and to stand out on the 
platform and breathe in the mountain 
air is delightful. 


How the three engines did puff and 
pull to get us up, and how they will 
have to hold back to keep us from be­ 
ing dashed to atoms going down. 
1 
have hatl a crazy desire to get on the 
top of the car to see what we were do­ 
ing, but the fear of a tunnel has held 
me back: we dash in and out of them 
without a moment's warning. 
It is 
amusing to see the fellows duck and 
dodge 
when 
we 
enter 
one 
or 
when 
w-e 
just 
graze some huge 
rock 
in 
our 
windings 
in 
and 
out. 
One begins to 
realize 
what 
an

engineer has to contend in planning it 
out. The trees that at the base ap­ 
peared mere pipe-stems are in reality 
large trees two or three feet in thick­ 
ness. 
About two hundred men are 
kept shoveling the snow from the 
tracks all winter, and a dozen huge 
revolving snow plows are in almost 
constant use. 
They tell us that mere 
has been a forty-foot fall of snow up 
here this winter. 
This is the tirst 
train that has passed since last Mon­ 
day and this is Saturday. 


RAILROAD MEN. 


COMPANIES ARE REDUCING NUM­ 
BER OF MEN. 


Operating More Miles of Road But Em­ 
ploying a Sm aller Number of 


Men to Do It. 


Lansing, Feb. 19.—Labor Commis­ 
sioner Cox has completed a canvass of 
railroad employes of Michigan. He 
finds that combinations of different in­ 
terests work to the aid of the capi­ 
talist and to the detriment of the em­ 
ployes 


Arrangements between railroad and 
express companies have resulted in dis­ 
placing men 
in both 
departments. 
The introduction of automatic machin­ 
ery has displaced laborers in the em­ 
ploy of railroad companies. 
It wa* 
found that in all branches of railroad 
work, where men are paid monthly 
salaries, and 
have no 
agreement 
whereby they are to be paid for over­ 
time, a minimum number of men are 
employed and in many cases the hours 
of labor have been increased during the 
past few years. 


The principal reduction in opera­ 
ting expenses has been alor.g the line of 
labor, as shown by a reduction of 7,000 
in the number of men employed in 
Michigan, although there has been an 
increase of mles operated. 


tiowever, during the last half of 1807 
the Michigan roads were employed in 
per cent more men than in 1S!M>. a fact 
accounted lor only by the increase in 
the volume of business.

If you have nn nthis handy, you will 
lco*that tho Bau Jo.so river. Now Mex­ 
ico, rises to tho wi\st of the Sierra Madro 
m onntuins ami cuts through the rug^'ed 
rnngo to joiu the líiu Grande 100 miles 
away. 
The San Joso valley lies ou ei­ 
ther sido of the stream for u dii^tnnce of 
50 mikí!, and is from one to %Hi miles 
Nvido. To the north of the valley lie the 
San .Tuan mouniaiiiH, which are part 
and portion of the Sierra Madre. 
At 
Jeme/., which i^? the only settlement for 
50 miles in any direction, and which of 
itself i.s only a hamlet, you will lind a 
dozen people Nvho can relate the .story of 
“ The T(m of G old.” 


Away back in tho flftio.s tlireo M exi­ 
can prospct'tor.s and miners left Santa 
Fe, which was then little more than a 
trading' p(5.«t, and penetrated into the San 
Ju an mountains. The Indian.«» were hos­ 
tile nnd watchful, bears and mountain 
lions ready to atuick them at every turn, 
and for several month.s the men were in 
hourly peril of their live.«. 
In the last- 
nesses of tho mountains they diacovt red 
a cave, and tho stories told about this 
cavo havo sent at h ast a score of Anjeri- 
cans to their death. 
Unly one of the 
three miner.s returned to Santa Fe. 
In 
the year 18(50 an American nanjed (Ju.sh- 
man, who had be«'U .‘ittjppiuf» at .leniez for 
sonm time and wlioheard the .stories and 
sifted them, entered tiic mountains in 
company w ith two 
other Americans 
wlioso names 1 do p.ot recall. They were 
well armed juideiiuipped and had plan­ 
ned for a thorough search. 
A hundred 
different people knew of their .setting 
out. for they nuid»* no secret of tho ex­ 
pedition. 
A m onth after they entered 
the m ountains they were seen at a dis­ 
tance hy some hunters, but they never 
returned. When a year had pa.^scd away, 
it canjo to bo bidiovrd th a t they iuid 
fallen victim.s to the Indians, and as far 
as I kno>y no search was made for them. 
From 1H(»9 to 1875 norxpedilionstarred 
out. 
Tho story of “ The Ton of Cíuld” 
'"iia.s beconio legendary and was told w ith 
so m any variations th a t one found it 
hard to arrive at tlio truth. 


It was in Junt*, 1^75, that Major 
Jack Williams, who hatl been serving 
w ith tho cavalry in tho Indian cam 
pnigns for years, resigned his comm is 
sion and organized w hat was known as 
“ tho WMlliams expediti«in,” w ith head 
quarters nt Jemez. Thero werw ten men 
in tito expedition, and each furnished 
his own ontilt and contributed $50 to 
tho general pur.so. 
W o were to sharo 
alike in w hatever wa.s found. 
Kach 
m an provided himself w ith a winche.ster 
rillo and 200 ptmnds of carlritige.*^, blan- 
k» ts, utc. 
\Vo took w ith u.s five luule.s 
which wero loadml witli provisimis. and 
it was agreed that tho siurch should 
continuo until k íx men out of the ten 
voted to abandon it. 
W'o wero strong 
enough to talio caro of our.selves against 
tlio Indians, aud at lea.st half of tho 
party wero veteran 
prospecrors 
and 
miners. Every ono who had talked witij 
tho Mexican who eanjo out w ith tho 
gold had been questioned »)Vtu* and over 
again, and w ith ns was tho man wh« 
iiad accompanied th f Payno exja'dition 
and returned w’itlj iiischief. If we fail»*d 
tt) Ihid tho stream and tho cave am 
bring out tbt) gold, then no other band 
of men need try. 


liud 
the Indians wljo made their 
home in tho loiiihills and the fasrne.s>os 
of tho n;ountuins I n n at piace witli 
m ankind the natural diíHculties which 
be.'-et us would have been luird enough 
to t)vercome, but wo were be.^-et by the 
ho.sliles almost from the outset. 
They 
wero tho renujunt of a baud of ren.'iiado 
Apacbo.s who bad never made peace 
and could n<;ver bo induced to. au( 
they wero iirm in 
thuir determina 
tion to keep both Americans and Me.\i 
can.s out of tho San .luun mountains 
Tho rango was tlieir home and their 
stronghold and they also knew of tho 
gold and gathered moro or less of it. On 
tho second day out of Jenjez, before we 
were fairly in tho mountains, we sver* 
suddenly attacked by about 50 Indians, 
armed with bows and arrows. 


Fortunately we were not taken entire 
ly by surprise and had a strong position, 
and after a fight of two hours, during 
which wo killed and wounded nine or 
ten of them, they drew' oflf and let us 
pass on. 
From all accounts tho expedi 
tion which had preceded us had ent*"re« 
tho rango of m ountains from thu south, 
traveled a distance of 50 or 00 miles 
rig h t into the heart of the gr» at hills 
and hud found the creek in a particu­ 
larly wild and ragged section. 
But for 
the pack anim als wo could of course 
ijavo got aloiig much faster, but it had 
been determined that they should ac­ 
company us, and in aiding them along 
‘our progress sometimes did not exceed 
live miles per day. 
Whilo the Indians 
did not attack iu a bony again small 
parties of two or three constantly h a r­ 
assed us, and at tbe end of tho fifth day 
we had tw o men wounded by their a r ­ 
rows and ouo of the mules killed o ut­ 
right. 
In return we had 
killed or 
wounded four or five moro Indians. 


W e were 13 days penetrating to the 
ppo^ which all agreed answered in a 
genaral way to tho description of the lo­ 
cality where the gold had been found. 
It was a sink, or basin, in the heart of 
the range, which might have been the 
crater of a volcano hundreds of years 
ago. 
It was a spot cut up with deep, 
dark oaosroof, with iimueui« bowlders 
strewn abooti and ktorougb the center of 
il, ranaiiii east and wait, wa§ a iw all 


I'r 


iiet (lowB to tbe vraler, but in otber 
placet it flowed throngh rocky oaDyona, 
with banks rising up like walls to a 
height of 300 feet. The basin wns ahoat 
half a mile square, and in the center of 
it was a lov.el spot about an acre in e.^- 
tent, ou which we made our camp. 
To 
find tbe cave, if cave there wa.s, we must 
make a sy.stcmatic search of the entire 
basin. 
As soon as camp had been nuide 
our force was divided— a part to search 
for the cave of gold and a part to pros­ 
pect the mountain stream for nuggets. 
It wr.s three days bet ore a lind of any 
importance was made, and then, in tho 
basin at the toot of a waterfall about 
ten feet high, the party worldug tlio 
creek took out five pounds of nuggets iu 
lalf a day 
.-\t the bottom of this basin, 
which was not over thret' feet deep, they 
ftLso found a skeleton of a man— a vic­ 
tim of one of the previous expeditions, 
lere ami there a stray nugget was pick­ 
ed out of the stream as the st archers i’ol- 
owed it up and down, but no mor*' rich 
find.^ were made. In the four week.s wo 
were encamped in the basin we gather­ 
ed eight pounds of nuggets and nothing 
was left behind. 


There were three nf us in tho party 
searching for the cave, and for the first 
Nveek we kept together on account of tlie 
Indians. We divided the basin into dis­ 
tricts and W( iit carefully over each, but 
met with no luck. 
Aftt-r the fir.>it week 
we separated, and each man searched as 
jis .iu'lgment dicUited. 
13y the end of 
the seuond week, however, w’e had made 
certain there was no cave in any of the 
clilis or canyons in or ab»mt the basin. 
Tliero wero evidences of several land­ 
slides, and wo had about como to the 
conclusion that one of these had covered 
the mouth of tho cavo when adventure 
di.'-coveri d it and aceidi nt lost it to us 
and to all others forever. 


As the three of us started out on a cer­ 
tain morning I cros.<.'d tiie basin to ex­ 
plore the c(*untry to the n»»rth. I was a 
mile and a half from camp, and ;«t tlio 
mouth of a narrow gorge, up which I 
was peering, when an Indian arrow 
whizzed past my face and struck u great 
rock and fell at my f«>et. 
Ijefore I liad 
recovered my wits a si cond arrow grazed 
my .sh(!ulder and as it struck tlie rock I 
started up the gorge lor .‘^hidter. Along 
the right hand .side was a narrow .^helf 
and as 1 iiugge«! t^ie bank for shelter I 
ascended this shelf and .soon found m y­ 
self .'JO fe»‘t above the bottom of the 
gorge and at the entrance of a cavo. As 
the yells of the Indians proved that they 
were in pursuit, I em en d the cave .sim- 
idy with the idea of securing shelter. If 
the Indians knew of it, one of their 
number did a very fuidish thiong. 
He 
came boundiiig along in m y tracks with 
a tomahawk in his hand, and I fired and 
rolled him into tho gorge just as ho liad 
got a glimpse of the mouth of the cave. 
That .settled direct juit;.suit, but tho In ­ 
dians had mo peimed up and kmnv it. 
At least two of them camo up tho gorge, 
and, climbing up behind the rocks on 
thu left hand bank, they fired upon mo 
w ith arrows until I was driven into tho 
cave for shelter. 
It was then that I set 
fh*e to a heap of leaves and dead branch­ 
es, which I kicked together, and saw 
the sights which had met the eyes of tho 
Mexican who ha«l been hung There was 
a heap of bones and there was the ton of 
gold. 


In my am azem ent and exultation I 
forgMt tho Indians outside for a long 
quarter of an hour. In that heap of gold 
were nugguts hardly bigger than a beau, 
ami there wi re othi rs hirger than my 
fist. 
It had talcen two or three men 
months or years to gather that heap 
from tho creek, and they had not taken 
aw ay a .>ingle nugget. 
Death had c(jme 
lo thini, liow 1 cannot say, w ith riches 
w ithin a rm ’s lenv'tii. 


I took from the lieap an almost solid 
mass t f g(dd wii{.;hing 70 ouni’es, and 
after a briif look around on reaching 
the mouth of tlie cave I started down 
the letlge vu* shelf on a run 
Thetinding 
of that great heap <.»f wealth had made 
me reckh 
and my sole aini was to 
r»aeh camp and break the news. 
I was 
fired upon as i ran, but not pursued 
I 
think that three or fciur of the Indians 
had worked up tiie im untain above the 
month of tht* cave, with intent to pre- 
cii iiare a landslide and immure me, but 
they i-ould not have had time to ucciun 
pJish an ything when fn'in otlier causes 
a slide occurred. 
It b» gan away up the 
mountain .»ride and took in a space about 
20i) feet wiile 
Trees, l)U:*hes, b nvld»‘rs 
and ilirt went sliding down with a roar­ 
ing and a crashing, and mayhap the In ­ 
dians were caught w ith it. At any rate, 
when I n ported at camp and returned 
\vi!hfourof our party we heard nothing 
from redskin.s. 
[ had run up a narrow 
gorge. 
There was no gorge now 
Tens 
of thousands of tons of debris had oomo 
down to lill up ihe gorge to a level, and 
to «et at the mouth of that cave one 
woubl have had to get through 100 feet 
of the rill, Man had gathered the treas­ 
ure from nature and back to nature it 
went for >jai'e keeping. 
Some day men 
may go there with machin* ry and find 
a way to remove the obstruction, but 
the ton of gold is safe from the miner 
witli his pick and shovel. 
We did not 
make a bad thing of our (enterprise by 
any means, but we Just missi'd making 
such a good thing of it that none of the 
parry could ever feel quite con.soled
